With rents ranging from $1.00 to $6.00 per 
week, workers often sent their children to work in 
the mills.as soon as they could pass for fourteen 
(the-earliest age at which: children could legally 
According to a report by Dr. Elizabeth

When the State of Massachusetts reduced 
the work week frony fifty-six to fifty-four hours a 
week in January, 1912, workers’ incomes were fur- 
ther reduced, as mill owners paid them for two 
hours less work each week.

When two hun 
dred women and children approached the train 
station, local police and soldiers attacked them 
with clubs, Instantly, the owners lost all public 
support. Even Congress called for an investiga:

The most critical current need 
is for donors with Type O:blood, 
as Type O blood makes up over 
half of the total blood requested 
by the more than 100 hospitals 
served in the Alabama and 
Central Gulf Coast Region, 
Because O Negative is consid- 
ered, “universal donor” blood, it 
can -be used to’ treat tratma 
patients in an emergency when 
time is'of the essence and the 
patient's blood type is- unknown, 
This makes it an extremely 
important part of a safe and sta- 
ble blood supply, and .there. is 
always a tremendous demand 
for this type of blood due to its 
versatility, 

O Positive blood is the most

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Explosive device found at residence on County Road 515 near New BrOCKIOn

The ‘discovery of an explosive 
device at a residence on Coffee 
County Road 515 «near New 
Brockton last Thursday after- 
noon, Jan. 17, gained the imme- 
diate attention of law enforce- 
ment officials. 

Coffee County Sheriff's 
Department Investigator Neal 
Bradley first: discovered the 
device when he went to the res-
